Snake Bites In India. 


India's annual loss of over 80,000 


lires from snake bite has forced the 
prod-action of an antidote serum. The 
Parel laboratory, Bombay, keeps a sup- 
ply of cobras from which venom Is ex- 
;racted every ten days. The snakes 
are forcibly fed with egg flip through a 
tube. The venom is dried over lime 
and then dissolved in a salt solution, 
increasing doses are injected In a liorse 
until at the end of two years the ani- 
mal can stand a dose 200 times the 
original one and is quite Immune from 
the cobra poison. The serum from the 
blood of this particular liorse is an 
antidote and Is absolutely effective If 
njected In time. Many lives have 
)een saved by Its use. However, eacn 
bite requires an antidote made from 
the venom of the same sort of enabe 
that Inflicted the bite.

We learned more the first week of our 
actual training in England than we 
did from November to April in Cana- 
da. I make this statement without 


j fear that any officer or man of the 


Canadian forces alive today will dis- 
agree with me, and I submit it for the 
thoughtful consideration of the gen- 
tlemen who believe that our own 
armies can be prepared for service 
here at home. 


In this war every man has got to be 


a specialist He's got to know one 
thing better than anybody else except 
those who have had intensive instruc- 
tion in the same branch. And, besides 
that, he's got to have effective general 
knowledge of all the specialties in 
which his fellow soldiers have been 
particularly trained. I can illustrate 
this. 
Immediately upon our return 


from first leave in England we were 
divided into sections for training in 
eight specialties.

It is a distinct 
tongue, with which the Egyptian or 
Moroccan experiences the greatest dif- 
ficulty. Then there. Is Persian, with 
variations known as Bagdad-Persian, 
Neid-Perslaii 
and 
Basrah-Persian. 


Turkish Is frequently heard, while 
Armenian and Chaldean are the lan- 
guages of the native Christian popula- 
tion. Kurdish is used by another sec- 
tion of the Inhabitants, while Hindu: 
Eton! Is the language of the Indian 
troops. 


Holy Lands. 


The Holy I«nd is a term used, espe- 


cially by Christians, to designate Pal- 
estine as being the scene of the birth, 
ministry and death of Christ, but also 
employed by other religious sects to 
describe the places sacred to them 
from association. Thus the Moham- 
medans speak of Mecca as the Holy 
Land, it being the birthplace of Mo- 
hammed. The Chinese Buddhists call 
India the Holy I*nd because the 
founder of their religion was born 
there, while the Greeks bestow this 
same title on Ells, where was situated 
the temple of Olympian Zeus.

New York, July 10.—Officials of 


the Holland steamship firms which 
have 16 vessels loaded with grain 
and foodstuffs waiting in this port 
to sail for Europe, declared today 
that some of the consignees in Hol- 
land had been forced into bankruptcy 
and many people were actually starv- 
ing while waiting assurances from 
the British government 
that 
the 


ships would be given safe conduct. 
It was estimated that between 30 
and 40 Dutch ships from 1,000 to 
12,500 tons were tied up in Atlantic 
ports. 


Although the 
shippers 
declared 


that the delay was serious as many 
people in Holland 
had 
consumed 


their supplies of grain and food- 
stuffs, an English diplomat said that 
according to the most reliable infor- 
mation the Dutch people are not in 
danger of starving as has been stat- 
ed. He also said the question of per- 
mitting foodstuffs and grain to be 
sent to Holland was most serious con- 
sidering the reports that some mer- 
chants of that country were smug- 
gling all available supplies Into Ger- 
many to profit by the high prices. 


The shippers were said to be par- 


ticularly anxious foe their consign- 
ments to leave American ports before 
July 15 when America's embargo on 
foodstuffs goes into effect.
